"I saw Franco Zeffirelli's Romeo and Juliet when I 
was thirteen," she said. "My mother was big into movies 
and theater and wanted to share them with me. 

"Even as a young teenager I understood Shake- 
speare's use of language and his jokes," she said, adding 
that her students like the language as much as she did. 

Ms. Kleiman said it isn't hard to get kids inter- 
ested in Shakespeare. She uses a multimedia approach in 
her sixth grade classroom that includes reading sections 
of text, watching movies, game playing, and other activi- 
ties. Through Shakespeare, "the kids learn how to make 
inferences and react to emotions. They also learn what it is 
like to walk in someone else's shoes as act out their parts/' 
she said. 

This is her third production of A Midsummer 
Night's Dream, but the first that she adapted herself. 

Michael Amaral, who created the music for this 
year's production, played the priest in ORR's recent Man 
of La Mancha. "He wrote the original music score this year, 
except for one part," said Ms. Kleiman. "He's been help- 
ing me for six years now." 

Ms. Kleiman said she also has two other former 
students on her team. Calib La Rue and Sybil Krawczyk, 
both students at ORR, supervise the younger kids who are 
involved in the technical aspects of the production. 

This year, there are 27 fifth and sixth graders 
along with one second grader in the play. The technical 
crew is comprised of eight fifth and sixth grade students. 

Ms. Kleiman says that the costumes this year 
are absolutely "authentic and outstanding." They were 
designed by Kate Tarleton, who has been helping with 
the productions for over eight years. The set, designed 
by Jody Church, also promises to be a visual treat and 
features a bigger-than-life tree. 

This year the stage also has a new soimd system.

Intestinal Parasites 

My vet told me that my dog has whipworms. I have never seen 
any worms in his stool. Where did he get these worms and are they 
dangerous? 

Ultimately you dog got roundworms, hookworms or 
whipworms from digesting worm eggs that were present in the 
stool of another or in the case of roundworms he may have gotten 
his infection from his mother. Over a period of time a dog's stool 
disintegrates in the evironment leaving resistant worm eggs in the 
dirt. When you dogs sniffs the dirt he may inhale and swallow 
some eggs or he may become infected by walking on the eggs and 
then licking his feet. Tapeworms tend to be transmitted by eating 
uncooked affected meat but most commonly are spread by fleas. 
Roundworms look like spaghetti, tapeworms look like rice and 
hook and whipworms are very small and not usually seen. 

Roundworms, hookworms and tapeworms can cause 
disease in people, especially very young or old people and therefore 
it is important to have your pets stool checked at least once a year 
by your veterinarian.

we get from (these fees) are to make improvements to the 
fields without going to the townspeople every year." 

"First of all. Old Colony has given us carte 
blanche use of their fields," said Richard Manning of 
Rochester Youth Baseball (RYB). "Not to mention the 
other projects they do throughout town. They've never 
charged us a penny to use their facilities. You still have 
two teams of Rochester kids playing in (the Gateway) 
Babe Ruth Little League and their parents support the 
fields through taxes." 

"If all the towns are going to end up charging 
everybody (to use their fields), maybe we can hold off 
for one year and see what happens next year," Selectman 
McGaffey said. 

"My question is for this $2,500 a year, is it worth 
ruining the (goodwill) with the local leagues?" Chairman 
Morse asked. 

"I'm not against charging (to support the fields) 
... I'm just questioning why the 24 kids playing in (Gate- 
way Babe Ruth Little League) have to pay twice, because 
their parents live in Rochester and their taxes support the 
Dexter Lane facility," Mr. Manning said. 

"This is a thing where the user has to contribute 
something to maintain the facility," Selectman McGaffey 
said. "And the fee is very reasonable ... you're talking 
(about) $2 a head." 

With that, the board unanimously voted to re- 
scind the vote taken at their last meeting to sanction Gate- 
way Babe Ruth Little League as a town-sponsored activity 
so as to allow the Rochester Park Commission to charge 
them equitable fees for use of the town baseball fields. 

At 7:41 pm the board met with Rochester Facili- 
ties Manager Mike Meunier and members of the Roch- 
ester Finance Committee (FinCom) for an update on the 
progress Mr. Meunier has made while on the job. Both the 
FinCom and Board of Selectmen were seeking to better- 
define Mr. Meunier 's position and responsibilities after 
working nearly a year for the town. 

According to Mr. Meunier, he previoulsy worked 
for Polaroid for 35 years, where he was in charge of both 
buildings and facilities, security, and all the trades. He has

nance issues. 

When asked, Mr. Meunier listed his future prior- 
ity items for the town as upgrades to and expansion of 
Rochester Memorial School, the Plumb Memorial Library, 
and the Rochester Town Hall. 

"We designed a 20' x 22' addition in the basement 
(of the library) ... and changed the bulkhead entrance," 
Mr. Meunier said. "We're going to be able to add a handi- 
cap-accessible elevator and increase their space by about 
two-thirds. The addition is coming in right now at about 
$65,000 ... but there's other work to be done. You're talk- 
ing maybe $150,000 to do the whole thing." 

In addition to "hands on" maintenance work, Mr. 
Meunier sees his role as one of providing "free informa- 
tion" to various town departments in terms of facilities 
and building needs. 

With the FinCom still present, Mr. Huntoon sug- 
gested putting a new policy in place after conferring with 
Town Accountant Claudette Coutu to curb last-minute 
discretionary spending by town departments at the tail- 
end of the fiscal year. Traditionally many town depart- 
ments expend all the remaining money in their budgets to 
purchase items that aren't necessarily needed just to make 
sure they get the same level of funding in the next budget 
cycle. 

"This is something which is done on a regular ba- 
sis in municipal government ... but this wouldn't happen 
in private industry," Mr. Huntoon said.

To the Editor: 

What Susan Adams, and any member of the Rochester 
Historic District Commission she purportedly represents, fails to 
realize is that even the best laid plans can go bad. The fact that 
most people support historic preservation does not justify the 
continued existence of this district if the leadership and actions 
of the board are skewed. You have to look at what this board is 
doing and then ask yourself: is this what we really wanted? 

I have had the misfortune to sit through several meet- 
ings of this board and what I have witnessed is an affront to the 
cause of historic preservation. A good portion of what is debated 
at these meetings has nothing to do with the historic significance 
of "exterior architectural features." Instead, it has to do with the 
subjective taste or preferences of the various board members 
as influenced, in some cases, by the popularity of the proposed 
alteration. This board is not a cohesive group that applies the by- 
laws in an even-handed and reasonable manner. Instead, due to 
ineffective leadership and an inflated sense of self-importance, 
this group acts more like a collective group of busy-bodies try- 
ing to force-feed its own version of historical significance where 
none exists. 

The purpose of Ms. Adams' letter is stated to be the 
correction of misinformation regarding the historic district. First 
and foremost, none of the many complaints I have heard involve 
the district itself. Rather, it is the actions of the "Commission" 
which purportedly acts in the best interest of the commimity. 
She states that the Commission does not get involved in review- 
ing "colors, window boxes and other minor carpentry projects." 
Talk about misleading. When Rochester Youth Baseball (RYB) 
installed plastic guards on its outfield fences to prevent injury

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yellow. When RYB built two dugouts to protect players from 
foul balls and the elements, the debate lingered on the materials 
used and the color of the finished project. I also had the recent 
displeasure of watching the Commission debate the spacing be- 
tween shingles on a proposed house on Dexter Lane. The debate 
was whether the owner should have a gap of 1 / 8 versus 3/8 
between each shingle (and it appeared that this was the owner's 
third meeting before the Commission). What possible historic 
significance was there to that debate? 

The present leadership of this board is not content to 
review applications as submitted. Through its Chairman, the 
board also takes it upon itself to actively "police" the district. 
Thus, at least one member of this board is actually taking it upon 
herself to travel through the district to determine if there are any 
improvements being made without the input of this board. It

does not matter if the owner already has a building permit, the 
owner must still come before the board so that they can explain 
their audacious conduct of trying to improve their property 
without approval. How dare you people who own property in the 
district think that you have any right whatsoever to improve your 
property without approval from our local busy-body board? 

Susan Adams also writes that the Commission has not 
cost RYB any money in its pursuit of lights for its ballfields, and 
then has the arrogance to state that RYB actually cost the town 
money. Talk about misinformation. If the board had reviewed 
the league application as it should have, and not be swayed 
by the hysterical mantra of a few vocal neighbors and the bias 
of some of its own members, then the lights would have been 
installed and would have been paid for by a generous benefactor 
at no cost to the league. 

Instead, the board, in its infinite wisdom determined 
that lights at a ballfield are not appropriate in our historic dis- 
trict. This same board then later imanimously approves lights at 
Dexter Lane, another ballfield which is located within the very 
same historic district (with no opposition from the few neigh- 
bors who felt lights were inappropriate in the historic when 
it's close to their house).

I cannot fathom why the Conservation Commission 
(ConCom) would order the destruction of a living pond and 
turn it into an unsightly mud hole. I am referring to the fore-bay 
behind us at 52 County Road, Unit #13 (in Mattapoisett). 

For the past two years my wife and I from our back 
porch watched the fore-bay behind us develop into a teeming 
habitat of animal life. We have watched red-wing blackbirds 
build their nests in the cat-tails, listened to the sound of croaking 
frogs, seen clouds of poUywogs, watched hovering dragonflies, 
and marveled at aerobatics of swallows and bats consuming the 
hordes of mayflies emanating from the pond. There is also a pair 
of mallard ducks who must be nesting nearby who often visited 
the pond.

What is the Community Preservation Act? 

The CPA is a law that encourages communities to raise 
local property taxes in order to acquire and protect open 
space, preserve historic buildings and landscapes, and 
create and maintain affordable housing. In order to 
encourage adoption of the Act, the state has created the 
Community Preservation Trust Fund from fees paid at 
the Registry of Deeds in order to match up to 100% of 
the flmds raised locally. 

How is the CPA implemented? 

• Town residents must approve CPA by majority vote 
in a regularly scheduled election. 

• A committee of local residents, the Community 
Preservation Committee (CPC) is established to 
make recommendations for the use of funds. 

• All expenditures must be approved by Town 
Meeting. 

• There is no requirement that fiinds be spent in any 
given year. 

• CPA participation can be repealed after 5 years if the 
residents are not satisfied. 

How can CPA funds be used? 

The Act requires that at least 1 0% of the annual funds be 
allocated to: 

• Acquisition and preservation of open space 

• Acquisition and preservation of historic buildings 
and landscapes 

• Creation and support of affordable housing 

The remaining 70% can be divided between the 3 areas 
and can be used for the acquisition and creation of 
recreational facilities. Funds may not be used for 
general maintenance or operating expenses. 

What has been recommended for 
IMattapoisett? 

The motion at Town Meeting will include the following: 

• A surcharge rate of 1% on real estate property taxes 

• An exemption for the first $1 00,000 of assessed 
valuation for residential property 

• An exemption from the surcharge for low-income 
residents and low- to moderate income seniors 

• The creation of the 7-member Community 
Preservation Committee, including 2 members 
appointed from the public at large. 

How much will this cost? 

Based on 2006 tax data, the annual surcharge on the 
average house in Mattapoisett ($474,489) would be 
approximately S35. 

Some households with incomes below certain levels 
would be entirely exempt fi-om the surcharge.

How much will it raise? 

The 1% surcharge with the exemptions noted will raise 
from local taxes approximately $121,000 in revenue 
the first year, before the state matching grants. 

is it iiiceiy that we will have expenses in 
the future that would qualify for funding 
under CPA? 

We have certainly had them in the past and the current 
warrant includes several items that appear to qualify. 
The 2000 Master Plan as well as the 1998 Open Space 
Plan both expressed concern about protecting the land 
surrounding our wells in the Mattapoisett River Valley. 
The Master Plan also described needs in historic 
preservation and restoration as well as concern about 
the lack of affordable housing. It seems nearly certain 
that we will have projects that would qualify for CPA 
funding for many years. 

What difference would it make - 
general revenues vs. CPA funding? 

Assiune a CPA-qualified project costing $500,000 
could be paid for either w^ith general revenues or 
with CPA funds and the 100% state match.

By eliminating the so-called "lottery cap" on 
Local Aid, the House provides for the following added 
monies for town services next year: Marion: $48,281, 
Mattapoisett: $77,439, and Rochester: $99,822. Increased 
Chapter 70 aid for the towns' schools will add new mon- 
ies for education at the local and regional level for Old 
Rochester. The following additions to the school budgets 
are provided in the House Budget: Marion adds $23,687, 
Mattapoisett adds $23,800 and Rochester adds $66,563 
and the Old Rochester Regional District receives an addi- 
tional $132,141 for next school year. Representative Straus 
co-sponsored the floor amendment which provided the 
increased aid for education. 

"I am pleased that the House was able to provide 
this funding and recognize the important priority for 
education and local government in the new State Budget," 
said Representative Straus. "Providing sufficient state 
funding helps alleviate the local pressure to raise property 
taxes to fund tovm programs." 

The House budget includes an additional $173 
million for Chapter 70 funding statewide over last year's 
budget, guaranteeing that all districts receive at least $50 
more in aid per pupil in Fiscal Year 2007 than they did this 
year. 

Also included within the House budget is $55 
million for statewide regional school transportation aid 
(an increase of $10 million from FY 06), an increase of $1.3 
million for special education circuit breaker funding for 
special education cost-relief, and an increase in higher 
education funding of approximately $66 million state- 
wide. 

The increased education funding for the three 
towns and the regional district exceeds the proposed bud- 
get of outgoing Governor Mitt Romney by $65,407.

United 93. Starring Lewis Alsamari and 
David Alan Basche. Directed by Paul Green- 
grass. Running time: 121 minutes. MPAA 
rating: R. 

Resolutely un-Hollywood, Paul Greengrass' 
much-discussed docudrama United 93 is being 
praised more for what it's not — cheesy, manipula- 
tive, plastic — than what it is. Structurally, I can't 
see much wrong with it: Greengrass handles the story with a productive 
mix of gravity and stylistic off-handedness. The importance of the event 
is never oversold; nobody is lionized or demonized. But therein lies the 
problem: as drama, it inevitably flatlines. Shackled to the (few) known 
facts tighter than any other filmmaker in recent memory, Greengrass can't 
elaborate, can't imagine. After a while, the movie's free-floating sense of 
dread shifts into neutral, and the incidents seem to unfold at an emotional 
remove. The film seems transcribed, not told or felt. 

That said, what Greengrass does, he does superbly. The director of 
Bloody Sunday and The Bourne Supremacy works with his usual shaky- 
cam verisimilitude, his camera catching significant action and dialogue out 
of the corner of its eye. We witness the confusion of September 11 — the 
air-traffic controllers baffled by planes that have disappeared below the 
radar; the military scrambling for authorization to shoot down the planes; 
the disbelief that first one, then another, then/oMr (the number isn't clear 
at first) planes have been hijacked, when there hasn't been an American 
hijacking in years; the sight of that second plane hitting the World Trade 
Center, demonstrating beyond a doubt that this was no accident. The mad- 
ness of that day, including all the conflicting and false stories, is evoked 
with a casual chill. 

Aboard United Flight 93, which was presumably headed for the 
Capitol, four men sit and wait. One is calm, presentable, bespectacled — he 
couldbe a professor of Middle Eastern studies. The others are younger, and 
more nervous, almost crawling out of their skin to do this terrible deed. 
Not out of animal hatred, though — it's more like the fearful impatience 
that drives you to leave a little early for a dentist's appointment you're 
dreading. Greengrass depicts these men as men — not monsters — who, 
for whatever reasons, have come to a mental space wherein striking at 
the political and economic hearts of America seems a fine and noble goal. 
Depicting them as the standard Hollywood bug-eyed bearded screechers 




would help no one and illuminate nothing. 

Once blood is shed on the plane and the hijackers take over. United 
93 lapses, unavoidably, into convention — the screaming, terrified pas- 
sengers; the hijackers shouting incomprehensibly and keeping everyone 
at bay with box-cutters and a fake bomb. We've seen it before, though 
usually handled less scrupulously. Some of the passengers cluster together, 
making calls from the plane phones or figuring out what to do (once they ' ve 
learned that the hijackers have no intention of landing the plane, much 
less making any demands). Greengrass has avoided casting any stars — in 
some cases (as with FAA Operations Manager Ben Sliney, who gave the 
order to ground all aircraft) he has cast real-life figures from that day as 
themselves — but a few semi-recognizable character actors, like Boston 
Legal's Christian Clemenson and Sledge Hammer's David Rasche, stick 
out a bit and disrupt the illusion. 

I can say that United 93 has been done well — with intelligence, 
compassion, efficiency — and yet still question whether it was worth 
doing. In form it's little different from a television docudrama, and you 
don't take anything away from it that you wouldn't get from an actual 
documentary (there have been at least two) or from reading a book. As 
noted, Greengrass has very little wriggle room to interpret the events 
artistically or even emotionally. He does everything the opposite of how 
the worst Hollywoodized account of Flight 93 you could imagine would 
do it, but I think he overcorrects in the other direction. I prefer a film like 
11 '09 "01, an anthology in which eleven directors from different countries 
were asked to make a short film (lasting exactly eleven minutes, nine sec- 
onds, and one frame) in response to 9/1 1 . Some succeeded, some didn't, 
but all were highly personal in a way that honored the multitude of feelings 
about that horrid day. United 93 isn't personal — it's just business. It'sall 
business, tending monkishly to data and jargon and physical detail, as if 
so afraid of offending left-wingers, right-wingers, the many people who 
were involved in air-traffic control, the many survivors of those aboard 
Flight 93, and God knows who else, that it can barely breathe.

Bourne Bridge Delays 

Painting of the Bourne Bridge, over the Cape Cod 
Canal, has resumed as warmer spring weather allows the 
bridge work to continue. 

Painting and rigging work that requires bridge 
land restrictions will occur seven days a week through 
April. The hours of lane restrictions will be from 7:00 am 
to 5:00 pm daily in April. 

The painting work will continue into May, but 
stop before the Memorial Day Holiday weekend to avoid 
traffic congestion. Since the work is weather-dependent, 
it is too early to determine how lane restrictions will be 
scheduled for May. 

During the lane restrictions there will be at least 
one lane in each direction open to traffic. Depending on 
work that day, a second lane may be opened in either 
direction to facilitate traffic movement. 

No wide loads will be permitted over the bridge 
during lane restrictions. The work is dependent on favor- 
able weather conditions, so there will certainly be days 
with no traffic restrictions. Police details will be employed
